Sewer Problem Solution 
Offered By Turner 


Administrative 
Officer James B. Turner's report 
on the condition of the Albany 
sewers at the City Council meet- 
ing on July 15, basic problems 
exist in the 30 miles of sanitary 
sewers within the city. 

Under the proposal for the 
forthcoming budget only $15,000 
would be available for the abate- 
ment of deficiencies in the sys- 
tem. There exists within the 
areas above the Santa Fe tracks 
and south of Solano, above 
Route just north of Solano, 
in the single family area on the 
Albany Hill deficiencies 
would require $80,000 to put in 
first class condition at this time. 
Adequate correction can only be 
corrected, according to Turner, 
by action in excess of the routine 
maintenance that has been ac- 
complished in recent years. 

With the increase of densities 
in the multiple family areas, 
problems will arise and necessi- 
tate the replacement of at least 
some of the smaller lines in these 
areas, Turner reported. A review

would cost $20,000. 

“In short it is my feeling that 
the funds that could be derived 
from a sewer service charge 
would only be adequate to assist 
in the abatement of present needs 
and in fact it would take several 
years to accrue enough to correct 
present deficiencies and it is cer- 
tainty that deficiencies will in 
crease as our system becomes 
older and ‘land use’ changes are 
made,” reported Turner, 

The sewer service charge, pro 
| posed by Turner in the 1963-64 
| budget will aid to overcome exist- 
ing deficiencies until a little more 
firm and final evaluation of prob- 
able land uses, densities, etc. can 
be accomplished.
